Rust reappears on seafront Victorian shelters just three years after major renovation

proach for current restora¬ 
tion work on four more 
shelters to try and prevent 
them being stricken by the 
same rust problem. 

Conservation officer 
Colin Ellis said: “To have 
rust appear so soon after 
these three shelters were 
restored is very disappoint¬ 
ing indeed. 

“You are always going to 
get rust with cast iron in a 
salt environment, but it 
should not have happened 
this soon or to this extent. 

“We are investigating 
what has happened and we 
have changed working 
practice for four other 
shelters being renovated to 
try and nip any rust prob¬ 
lem in the bud.” 

Weymouth Civic Society 


plans chairman Mike Mar¬ 
tin said: “These things can 
go wrong and the impor¬ 
tant thing is that they are 
corrected. 

“Weymouth’s Victorian 
seafront shelters are part of 
the essential character of 
our Esplanade, so we are 
naturally concerned at 
their state. 

“We wrote to the council 
about this rust problem be¬ 
cause we were worried at 
what was happening and 
because we wanted to be 
assured that the council 
was aware of the problem 
and was doing something 
about it.” 

Work on the shelters 
forms part of the town’s 
seafront regeneration 
scheme which is jointly 
funded by the council, 
English Heritage and the 
Heritage lottery fund.

Town Green group fights on 


A GROUP campaigning to save a town 
green in Weymouth from development 
has angrily denied that it is pulling out 
of the battle. 

The Society for the Protection of 
Markham and Little Francis said it had 
discovered that rumours were circulat¬ 
ing that it was pulling out of a High 
Court case on the green’s future in 
June. 

It added that other rumours even 
claimed that planning applications had 


been put in for the town green land. 

Society chairman Gill Taylor said: 
“The planning department of Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland council has been 
contacted and has said categorically 
that there are no applications on the 
land designated as the town green. 

“Additionally the society has not, nor 
has any intention of withdrawing from 
the case. 

“The community has pulled together 
over the last few years. We have not all 


come this far to pull out before the last 
hurdle. We will be there and we will be 
represented by our legal team. 

“The High Court case is due to heard 
before a judge in Weymouth starting 
on June 8 th . 

“Fundraising for this is still continu¬ 
ing at a pace and the society has a num¬ 
ber of fundraising events planned in 
the near future and anticipate meeting 
its target.”

Spare some coins for a good cause

AN official writ from the 
Queen announcing the gen¬ 
eral election on May 6th 
has been served on Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland council 
returning officer Tom 
Grainger. 

There are now just 15 
days to go to the election. 

Residents who wish to 
vote by proxy - in cases 
where people will not be in 
the area during the election 
- need to register by April 
27th. 

■ A SURVEY on how the 
council should operate has 
been shelved until after 
general and local elections. 

The decision came at a 
meeting of Weymouth and 


Portland management com¬ 
mittee where some council¬ 
lors including chairman 
M ik e Goodman felt the re¬ 
sults were “very low” and 
“not a valid survey for the 
views of the wider public”. 

Figures showed over¬ 
whelming support for “no 
change” with 361 re¬ 
sponses against just 37 for 
“a strong leader and cabi¬ 
net” and 55 for “an elected 
Mayor”. 

Mr Goodman won a 6-4 
vote to get any decision de¬ 
ferred “for the public to get 
another chance to speak”. 

He suggested that one 
party - later identified as 
the Liberal Democrats - 


had campaigned on the sur¬ 
vey which had perhaps led 
to it being “influenced”. 

But Liberal Democrats 
claimed that other parties 
only had themselves to 
blame if they had chosen 
not to get involved with the 
survey.” 

Weymouth and Portland 
mayor Councillor Anne 
Kenwood said the survey 
had been “poorly timed” at 
Christmas when many peo¬ 
ple might have thrown it 
away with unwanted 
Christmas post.

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Nuclear 
emergency 
plan test 

A TRAINING exercise will be held next week to 
test emergency planning procedures for naval 
submarine berths at Portland Port. 

The exercise, which will be led by the Ministry 
of Defence, will be held on Tuesday, April 27th. 

It will test arrangements and responses in what 
Dorset County Council said was "the unlikely 
event of an incident at the port involving a visit¬ 
ing nuclear-powered submarine". 

Portland residents should not be affected by 
the event but are being told that loud hailers will 
be used in and around the port area. 

National regulations require the local authority 
to review and test its emergency plan every three 
years. 

Dorset County Council and Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council, together with col¬ 
leagues from health, fire and police services, the 
Maritime and Coastguard Agency (MCA) and the 
Royal Navy, will all be testing procedures. 

County emergency planning officer Simon 
Parker said:"Residents should feel reassured that 
we regularly carry out these exercises to cover a 
variety of potential incidents. 

"As part of the planning preparations for this ex¬ 
ercise, a flyer informing the public will be put up 
in shops and businesses in the area around the 
port. 

"We wish to warn members of the public not to 
be alarmed by any increased activity at the port. 
Disruption will be minimal although a loud hailer 
will be used in the immediate area." 

Testing is part of the Nuclear Accident Emer¬ 
gency Plan which is in place to react in the event 
of a nuclear accident occurring during the visit of 
a nuclear powered vessel to a port. 


Skippers needed for 
glass bottomed boat 

SKIPPERS are needed to join a team helping to run a 
charity boat in Weymouth. 

The glass-bottomed Fleet Observer based at Ferry¬ 
bridge takes passengers on trips up the Fleet and in to 
Portland Harbour. 

Fleet warden Don Moxom said:"We have a dedicated 
crew which both runs and maintains the boat but we 
are short of skippers. 

"The Fleet Observer runs seven days a week during 
the summer weather permitting and we really need 
more skippers so those we have got can have a bit of a 
break or go away on holiday." 

He added that an umbrella charitable trust governs 
both the Chesil Beach Centre and the Fleet Observer 
which operates on a not-for-profit basis. 

Mr Moxom said:"The vessel is very shallow draughted 
which enables it to get right in close to shore so people 
looking down through its glass bottom can see all kinds 
of marine life in their natural habitat. 

"Thousands of visitors go out on the boat every year 
but we have to have skippers available to do so because 
they act as guides as well as steering the boat. 

"Skippers don't have to have experience of this kind 
of craft because we can train them up."

Boards preserve the 
history of Portland 


AN important part of Portland’s his¬ 
tory is being safeguarded for future 
generations thanks to all-weather in¬ 
formation boards. 

The boards have been put up by 
Portland Gas Trust at the Old Engine 
Shed, East Weares. 

The historical information points, 
paid for by a grant from the Depart¬ 
ment of Environment, Food and 
Rural Affairs COMMA fund, de¬ 
scribe how the Old Engine Shed and 
surrounding land was used in the 
19 th Century and what flora and 
fauna exists there. 

Both boards are set in substantial 
Portland roach stone and reveal the 
history of the Old Engine Shed, de¬ 
tails about Portland Harbour, how 


quarrying used to be conducted and 
the specific type of wildlife and 
plants that exist in the area. 

The COMMA fund grant was part 
of a wider donation that the Trust re¬ 
ceived. 

In all £4,000 was given for the pur¬ 
chase of work tools, skip hire, the re¬ 
moval of rubbish, dry-stone walling 
courses and the designing and in¬ 
stalling of the information panels. 

The Portland Gas Trust is commit¬ 
ted to local initiatives that support 
education, geology and the environ¬ 
ment. 

Trust trustee Rachel Barton said: 
“These important boards give con¬ 
siderable insight into Portland’s 
unique history and are one further 


step in the Trust’s commitment to 
developing understanding of Port¬ 
land and the surrounding area’s 
unique geological and environmen¬ 
tal structure. 

“We think visitors and Portlanders 
alike will find them an invaluable 
tool for seeing how the area was his¬ 
torically used.” 

The Trust received charitable sta¬ 
tus in August 2008 and the highlight 
of its work is a £1.5 million project 
to transform the Old Engine Shed 
into an interpretation centre. 

Situated on the cliffs above Upper 
Osprey, the centre will have an au¬ 
diovisual room, display areas and 
cafe.

SPICES were so expensive in 
Tudor times that just six nutmegs 
cost the price of a small house. 

This fascinating fact emerged as 
centuries fell away when a Tudor 
day was held at Weymouth Library.

Compulsory licensing the only way 
forward says dog rescue founder 


COMPULSORY dog licensing would be just 
one of a number of measures needed to ensure 
owner responsibility according to a Weymouth 
dog rescue owner. 

Rushton Dog Rescue founder, Cindi McNeil- 
Regan, believes licensing would force potential 
dog owners to “think twice” about the respon¬ 
sibility of owning a pet, rather then buying one 
on a whim. 

The RSPC A is calling for the introduction of 
licensing after a survey commissioned by the 
charity found two in three people were in 
favour of the scheme. The survey follows a 
consultation on dangerous dog legislation re¬ 
cently launched by the UK government.

two and half years ago, said she believed it 
would make it a better place for everybody if 
pet owners were forced to have a licence. 

“It’s an incredibly good idea because the 
problem is it’s too easy to get a dog. But I think 
it has to apply to everybody. How they will 
monitor it I don’t know,” she said. 

“I think the licence would make people more 
aware of owning a dog and put people off who 
say they cannot afford a licence or insurance. 

“It should be that no dog is for free. It might 
be it is purchased initially for free but you still 
have to spend money on it. I think the insur¬ 
ance for every dog has to be affordable. 


“It would promote more responsible dog 
ownership. I take in dogs frequently from peo¬ 
ple who have a dog on a whim, they think ‘ooh 
lets get a dog’ and cannot keep it.” 

Mrs McNeil-Reagan also called for a scheme 
whereby potential dog owners were forced to 
take a short introductory course on how to look 
after their pets properly. 

The RSPCA poll also showed 76 per cent of 
all the people thought a dog licence would help 
curb problems such as “puppy farms”, stray 
dogs, stolen dogs and animal abandonments. 

It is possible that a reduction in the licence 
fee could apply for more responsible dog own¬ 
ers such as those who have their pets neutered.

Introducing children to their environment 


SMALL birds survived better 
in Dorset this winter than in 
other areas of the country be¬ 
cause the county escaped 
most of the snow. 

Figures from the RSPB’s 
Big Garden Birdwatch saw 
530,000 people count more 
than 8.5 million birds, record¬ 
ing 73 species in 280,000 gar¬ 
dens across the UK. 

Dorset results showed that 
the long-tailed tit clung on to 
tenth place, suggesting that it 


was getting used to feeding on 
bird cake and feeders hung up 
in county gardens. 

But long-tailed tits and other 
small birds such as the coal tit 
and the goldcrest suffered na¬ 
tionally with a “significant” 
drop in numbers. 

Top of the Dorset numbers 
list was the house sparrow fol¬ 
lowed by blackbirds, blue tits, 
chaffinches, woodpigeons and 
starlings. 

This year more than 75,000 
schoolchildren and teachers 


took part in the national 
wildlife survey including 
pupils from Chickerell Pri¬ 
mary School. 

Year five teacher Karen 
Hocking said: “The children 
enjoy watching the birds and 
the challenge of identifying 
them. Big Schools Birdwatch 
is a great opportuntity for 
them to collect and analyse 
real data and know they are 
contributing to a national sur¬ 
vey.” 


Nick Tomlinson, who is site 
manager at the RSPB’s Radi- 
pole Lake reserve in Wey¬ 
mouth said: “The Big 
Schools’ Birdwatch is a great 
way to introduce thousands of 
children to the wildlife visit¬ 
ing their school environment. 
Wild birds never fail to en¬ 
thuse and inspire and the re¬ 
sponse to this year’s survey 
has been fantastic with many 
schools now running it as a 
whole school project.”

to protect the 
emerging 
seedlings. Hoe

Topical Tip 

Even out the avail¬ 
ability of vegetables by 
sowing in succession. 
'Little and often' is the 
key, particularly in the 
case of fast growing 
salads like radish and 
lettuce, and others 
such as beetroot which 
have a limited storage 
life. 

RSPB Birdwatch 

Small garden birds 
have been seriously hit 
by last winters cold 
weather - that's the 
findings of the RSPB 
Big Garden Bird- 
watch. More than half a 
million people took 
part in spotting and 
recording more than 
8.5 million garden 
birds over the last 
weekend in January. 
The Long-tailed tit 
would seem to have 
suffered the most, with 
numbers declining 
27% year on year. The 


house sparrow, whilst 
still the most spotted 
bird in the garden is 
also on the decline 
with numbers down 
17% over the last 5 
years and 66% down 
on the last 30 years. 
Please keep feeding 
wild birds as their nat¬ 
ural food supply is 
dwindling and they are 
increasingly relying on 
us for their survival. 

Not Brassed Off! 

Cold weather during 
this winter will have 
damaged a lot of 
plastic watering 
fittings. Water sitting 
inside them will have 
frozen, expanded and 
cracked the fittings 
and guns. Replace 
them with nice shiny 
brass fittings, they're 
weatherproof and on 
the whole, now 
cheaper than plastic. 

Topical Tip

ing out seedlings, the

S uspended at the 

top of the curtain at 
Bridport’s Palace 
Theatre in a dress and 
heavy make up Dave 
Swaffield found himself 
in a familiar role as the 
pantomime dame. 

A quick slip of the rope 
and Dave had fallen 20 
feet to the stage, met with 
rapturous applause and 
laughter from the audi¬ 
ence. 

A little bruised Dave 
jumped to his feet, dusted 
himself down and com¬ 
pleted the performance. 

“Normally you’d think 
about it but as the old 
saying goes ‘the show 
must go on’,” he recalled. 

“I had a few bruises and 
I was a bit sore but I 
didn’t break anything, 
people probably thought 
it was part of the act but I 
certainly knew it wasn’t.” 

Inspired by a perform¬ 
ance at Weymouth’s Ritz 
Theatre, aged nine, Dave 
began to learn his craft 
and at 12-years-old he 
performed his first tap 
solo to the tune of “Tip¬ 
toe Through the Tulips”. 

Dave is the first to 
admit that his singing

voice and physical 
stature held him back 
when it came to landing 
a lead role, but he was 
happy to entertain the au¬ 
diences with the well 
crafted cameo role. 

What Dave lacked in 
his singing voice he more 
than made up for with his 
comedic talent and de¬ 
spite not having the 
stature of a leading man, 
he had no worries about 
commanding the stage. 

Dave found his calling 
in pantomime and for 
many he will be remem¬ 
bered as the perfect 
dame. 

“I did a lot of pan¬ 
tomime because I think

when to go in and when 
to pull back a bit.” 

Despite wanting to 
tread the boards from a 
young age Dave never 
dreamt of fame and was 
more than happy to just 
be on the stage where he 
got the thrill he needed as 
an exhibitionist. 

“At school I was al¬ 
ways the comedian and I 
remember my headmas¬ 
ter saying when I left 
school, ‘Swaffield you’re 
going to get nowhere’ 
and maybe he was right, 
I don’t know,” he joked. 

“I never took the step 
to try and make it profes¬ 
sionally, I was quite 
happy to do it at the level 
I was at. I think it was the 
adrenalin rush. There is 
not much in the world 
today to give you an 
adrenalin rush but the¬ 
atre, especially if you are 
playing a main part, defi¬ 
nitely does and I can’t 
compare it to anything.” 

Looking back at his 
youth Dave wonders 
whether he did have what 
it took to make the move 
professionally but it is 
never with regret. 

“I didn’t ever want to 
become famous. My 
dream was to do what I 
have done basically and 
end up directing, al¬ 
though I haven’t given up 
entirely thinking about 
taking roles. 

“I’m enjoying directing 
and that was one of my 
aims. I have directed, al¬ 
though I say it myself, 
two very successful 
shows with the help of a 
very talented team and 
I’m doing what I dreamt 
of really.” 

After attending a sum¬ 
mer school on directing 
musicals at Loughbor¬ 
ough University Dave 
went on to produce his 
first show in 2008. 

“The Boyfriend” was a 
sell-out production, 
which received rave re¬ 
views from both the local 
media and the National 
Operatic and Dramatic 
Association. A feat he re¬ 
peated with “Anything 
Goes” in 2009. 

Although relatively 
new to the world of di¬ 
recting Dave thinks he 
has identified some keys 
to his success. 

“I think a director has to 
be a director and not a 


like a dame 


dictator,” he explained. 

“I feel that he has got 
to let the actors and ac¬ 
tresses he is working 
with see how they inter¬ 
pret the part and then 
suggest, and I emphasise 
suggest, putting little 
things in to shape them 
round to how you see it. 

“I think you can go in 
heavy but many times 
you find that actors have 
seen it differently to you 
so you have always got 
to be on the same wave¬ 
length as your actors 
and not above them as a 
dictator. 

“I enjoy working with 
young people and I 
think they bring a big 
energy to a show and it’s 
something you can’t ex¬ 
plain because that en¬ 
ergy gets across to the 
audience. In our last 
show “Anything Goes” 
we got a standing ova¬ 
tion on the final night 
and that is quite some¬ 
thing in Bridport.” 

As a debut director 
with a reputation as a 
performer Dave had 
concerns when taking 
on the challenge of di¬ 
recting but he was con¬ 
fident in the people 


around him. 

He said: “I knew there 
was something there 
that was special because 
I had an excellent team 
around me with Becky 
Mather as the choreog¬ 
rapher, Murray Davis as 
the musical director, 
Brenda and Mel on the 
costumes. I knew the 
team was good and the 
cast was excellent so 
there were was good in¬ 
gredients for a success¬ 
ful show.” 

Dave had complete 
confidence in his pro¬ 
duction team and cast, 
and being out of the 
stage spotlight at least 
should mean little 
nerves for such a sea¬ 
soned stage performer, 
but Dave insists that 
wasn’t the case. 

“I get double, treble, 
quadruple nervous be¬ 
fore a show as a director 
because I’m nervous for 
all of them, not just my¬ 
self,” he said. 

“It is a big responsibil¬ 
ity because you are put¬ 
ting all these people up 
on stage and if you 
haven’t got it right then 
you are not being fair to 
the performers so you 


have got to give it your 
best. 

“It was so nice to see 
them being applauded 
like they were because 
they were great, they 
were all great. 

“I’m quite an emo¬ 
tional person really and 
I shed a tear when I saw 
them get that standing 
ovation.” 

With two successful 
shows under his belt and 
a third in the pipeline 
Dave’s directing career 
is going strong. Couple 
that with the fact that he 
has not been on stage 
himself for five years 
and you have to wonder 
if Dave’s days as a per¬ 
former are over. 

He insists they aren’t 
and is quite clear that 
there is one part that he 
will not be watching 
from the director’s chair. 

“There is one role that 
I desire and I am a great 
fan of his and that is Joel 
Grey and I would dearly 
love to play MC in 
cabaret” he revealed. 

“I wouldn’t be able to 
direct it of course but 
that is an ambition I’ve 
got left.”

Fabulous food in historic Dorchester 


D orchester is not only a beautiful county town and a great 
town for shopping destination, but also has an amazing and 
historical past. Napper's Mite is a significant piece of Dorch¬ 
ester history and is now a cafe and restaurant. It is set in an original 
almshouses built in 1616 during the reign of James I. It is located at 
19 South Street, the lower south end of the main pedestrian shop¬ 
ping street in the county market town. This little gem is the oldest 
building in South Street and one of the oldest still in use in the town. 
It has links with the novelist Thomas Hardy and with William Barnes, 
the famous Dorset dialect poet. 

At the rear of the Napper's Mite building there is a small garden 
and steps, which backs on to Charles Street. Although the front of 
the building was rebuilt in 1842, the Jacobean style can still be 
recognised in the back elevations with its tall brick chimneys.There 
is a small courtyard in the centre allowing you to pass through from 
South Street to Charles Street. 

The History Of Napper's Mite 

The Napper, or Napier Mite Alms Houses in Dorchester's South 
Street was established by Sir Robert Napier of Middlemarsh in 1615. 
Built to house "ten aged men" after a town fire in which 300 houses 
were destroyed, it was one of many charitable foundations estab¬ 
lished soon after the great fire of Dorchester in 1613. The fire was 
said to have been seen as a scourge sent from God to chastise the 
uncharitable population. His grandson, Gerard Napier, completed 
the building. Sir Robert Napier was a member of a Scottish family 
who became the Barons of Murchison which is now a suburb of Ed¬ 
inburgh. Crichel in North Dorset remains the home of the descen¬ 
dants of the Napiers. Napper's Mite passed through the Napier family 
to Napier George Sturt who would become the Third Baron Aling- 
ton. 

What's On The Menu At Napper's Mite 

There are four areas where you can eat with old world charm, two 
inside, a central section in a covered courtyard and a very pleasant 
garden out back. The small restaurant/wine bar is excellent for

morning coffees right through to a full varied lunch menu. Ideal for 
families, you can choose from a range of light lunchtime snacks such 
as baguettes, sandwiches and jacket potatoes. Their hot chocolate 
with whippy cream and a flake is highly recommended.

Tea and history anyone? 


T he Duke of Monmouth landed at Lyme Regis on the 
11th June 1685 to challenge King James'claim to the 
throne, following the death of Charles II. He assem¬ 
bled an army in excess of 3000 men and marched to 
Sedgemoor in Somerset. 

He was defeated by the King's army in less than a month. 
Around 1300 were taken prisoner. Five Judges came to 
Dorchester with the infamous Judge Jeffreys, whose repu¬ 
tation was that of the'hanging judge'. 

In September 1685,312 cases were heard in the *j» 
Oakroom at the rear of the Antelope Hotel; of * * 
these 292 were sentenced to death. Only 74 were » 
executed, with 175 transported, 9 were fined or ] 
whipped and 54 were discharged. 

Judge Jeffreys - having his eye on promotion - \ 
was later made Lord Chancellor. 

When King James fell and William of Orange 
landed in Torbay, Jeffreys was captures and im¬ 
prisoned in the Tower of London. He died in 
1689 while awaiting trial, probably of natural 
causes. Rumours at the time said he has been poi¬ 
soned while in the Tower and that his body had 
been returned to Dorchester and walled up in the 
Courtroom - now the Oakroom. 

This 17th Century Oak panelled room has been - 
carefully restored to maintain its character and 



original features.

But if you do want a festival you can camp at that weekend, the Big Chill 
Festival (August 5th-8th) takes place at Eastnor Castle Deer Park in Here¬ 
fordshire and includes the likes of Massive Attack, Zero 7 and Kelis on the 
bill.

The following weekend (August 13th-15th) sees the Summer Sundae 
Weekender takes place at De Montfort Hall in Leicester. This is the tenth 
year for the festival and acts for 2010 include The Futureheads, Tinchy 
Stryder and Mumford & Sons. Tickets are £105 and can be booked at

The Beautiful Days festival at Escot Park, near Ottery St Mary, is on the 
next weekend (August 20th-22nd). James, The Waiters, Newton Faulkner 
and regulars The Levellers are all confirmed. Weekend tickets are £100 
(with camping) and concessions are available. More information can be

The Green Man Festival in the Brecon Beacons takes place at the same 
time. Headliners include Doves, The Flaming Lips and Joanna Newsom 
and tickets are £120 (again, there are discounts for students and 
teenagers).

The two-day V Festival is on August 21 st and 22nd. Taking place on two 
sites - in Chelmsford and Staffordshire respectively - the acts swap round 
after the first day. Kings Of Leon, Kasabian, David Guetta, The Prodigy, 
Cheryl Cole and the Pet Shop Boys are amongst the headliners of the fes¬ 
tival's four stages.

Another twin site event is the Reading / Leeds Festival (August 27th-

Music takes centre stage now for Ade 


ADRIAN Edmondson is best known as a comedian for his work in The 
Young Ones, Bottom, and The Comic Strip Presents. Despite this he is 
no stranger to the music world having played the Monsters of Rock 
and Reading Festivals with Bad News, the Hootenanny with Jools Hol¬ 
land, Hyde Park with The Who, and he's toured with The Bonzo Dog 
Doo-dah Band. He's also had a No 1 single with Cliff Richard and as a 
director he made lots of music videos in the 80's for the likes of The 
Pogues, Squeeze, Elvis Costello and 10,000 Maniacs. 

Next month Adrian Edmonson will play at Bridport's Electric Palace 
with his band the Bad shepherds.The Bad Shepherds play punksongs 
on folk instruments covering The Sex Pistols,The Clash,The Stranglers, 
The Jam, Sham 69, The Undertones,The Buzzcocks,The Ramones,The 
Specials,Talking Heads, Squeeze and many more. 

Adrian spoke to View from reporter TOM GLOVER this week about 
how the band came about, what his punk hero would think of his new 
sound and what this all means for his comedy career. 

Adrian Edmondson and the Bad Shepherd will be playing at the Elec¬ 
tric Palace on Saturday, May 8th. 

How did the band come about? 

It was a bit of an accident, I acquired a Mandolin and got one of those 
dreadful tutors 'How to play the Mandolin' and it was so boring and 
so I just worked out a few chords and started playing songs I really 
liked on it and it sounded very interesting to me. I was working with 
Neil Innes at the time from the Bonzos and he said what you need is 
s*** h ot w |-,jt e folk musicians so I went and found some and it kind of 
worked. 

I spoke toTroy (Donockley) who plays our pipes, I didn't really know 
him I just sort of rang him up out of the blue and said hello this is 
Adrian Edmondson that t*** off the telly and I've got this idea for play¬ 
ing punk songs on folk instruments. The phone went dead for about 
five seconds and then he said that's f***** genius. 

What can people expect to see? 

Exactly what it says on the tin, punk songs on folk instruments. I like 
the noise of folk instruments. It's just a kind of ancient noise that hits 
you deep in your spirit but I don't really like folk songs, I find them all 
a bit boring.They are all about blacksmiths and jolly jack tar. The punk 
songs I find a lot more relevant.They're really like folksongs they are 
just kind of modern.They are still protest songs, they're still social com¬ 
mentary, they're still ballads, some of them. 

Does your stage persona take much from your punk days as 
Vyvyan in The Young Ones? 

Not really. Vyvyan is based on me when I'm drunk and sometimes I 
get a bit drunk but I don't go around smashing my head into things 
because that hurts. 

You're a big Johnny Rotten fan, would he approve of what you are 
doing with the music? 

I think he would actually yeah. I know he is a closet folk fan. Troy used 
to be in a band with Maddy Prior of Steeleye Span, and they were in 
the same airport once and he ran across an airport lounge to kneel at 
her feet and pay tribute. He's got a lot of Irish in him old Johnny Rotten. 
We do a song by Public Image Limited called Rise, which is full of old 
Irish sayings, he's a folk songwriter really. 

Was becoming a rock star an unfulfilled ambition for you? 

It's been an unfulfilled ambition since I was 13.1 don't know anyone 
who doesn't want to get up on stage and play music. Even the most 
boring kind of bank accountant type person is secretly harbouring de¬ 
sires. 

Would you have traded in your comedy success for musical fame? 

Oh yeah, well I have. I've done a lot of strange musical things in the 


past, It was all a kind of hankering to get into music and this idea ac¬ 
tually works and doesn't seem stupid and contrived. 

It doesn't really have any kind of comedy at all. We are not poe-faced, 
we're kind of witty and humorous but it's not a comedy show. We are 
not taking the piss out of punk or the piss out of folk, we just like the 
noise that the two of them make together. 

How does performing music compare to comedy? 

Its much more fun.The biggest difference is that I appear as myself. 
I've always performed as a character before. I found that difficult to 
begin with and I filled in with a little bit of material but it just didn't fit 
in properly, I was just a kind of safety thing and I didn't really need it. 

So does this mark the end of your comedy career? 

I think that ended sometime ago. I think I hung my boots up about 
10 years ago really. Certain things have gone on since then but my 
hearts not really been in it. 

So there won't be a reunion with Rik Mayall then? 

We keep talking about doing something in about 15 years but I don't 
think it will ever happen. I enjoyed my time doing comedy but I just 
had enough. 

What are you most proud of in life? 

Probably my daughters, my daughters are the things that fill me with 
joy. In my career I would say the best thing I ever did was Bottom, 
much better than The Young Ones I thought. 

Growing up in the modern day do you think you would have taken 
the same career route? 

No because there is a dossers course in music now, when I was 18 I 
took the only dossers course available, which was drama. There are 
loads of dosser's courses in pop music these days and I would have 
been straight in there. My whole careers an accident and I don't think 
there is anyone who really plans anything.

Creative Cow has vis¬ 
ited the Marine Theatre 
on several occasions over 
the last few years, with 
The Lovers, The Anniver¬ 
sary and Travels with my 
Aunt being recent suc¬ 


cesses. This production of 
Dumb Show looks at is¬ 
sues of celebrity and pri¬ 
vacy in today’s world. 
Barry, a hapless TV 
comic, is a sucker for 
celebrity status. He’s an 
easy target for “financial 
executives” John and 
Jane, with their promise of 
fat fees and the five-star 
treatment he deserves. 
Joe Penhall’s explosive 
play, dealing with the ex¬ 
cesses of tabloid journal¬ 
ism, and its manipulation 
of those hungry for fame, 


was first performed at 
London’s Royal Court 
Theatre in 2004. 

Playwright and screen¬ 
writer Penhall, who won 
the Laurence Olivier for 
Blue/Orange, said about 
the play: “The main theme 
is the exploitation of peo¬ 
ple’s misery for entertain¬ 
ment, which is what we 
see everywhere in the 
tabloids, on reality TV 
shows, and on pretty 
much most popular TV. 
It’s about the "tabloidifica- 


tion" of popular culture 
and the media. The fact 
that we’ve got that kind of 
media and that millions of 
people read the tabloids 
must say something 
about the kind of society 
we live in. We’ve also inci¬ 
dentally got that kind of 
government as well;

It’s ax¬ 
iomatic that if you’ve got a 
government and a popu¬ 
lar press that are wilfully 


manipulative you’re going 
to wind up with a society 
that’s increasingly manip¬ 
ulative.

While the exits of Tiana Benjamin, Preeya Kalidas and Barbara Windsor 
have already been announced, six more of the soap's stars will leave Albert 
Square in the coming months. 

Derek Martin, who has played Charlie Slater for a decade, will bow out 
later this year alongside Cliff Parisi's character, mechanic Minty Peterson. 

Relative newcomer Liam Bergin will also depart the soap as his alter ego 
Danny Mitchell's machinations come to a climax in the coming months. 

Speaking of his departure, Bergin said: "I've had a great six months work¬ 
ing on EastEnders playing Danny. He has been a great character to play 
and without giving too much away, he's sure to ruffle a few feathers before 
he leaves Walford." 

He continued: "Working alongside Barbara [Windsor], Sam [Womack], 
Rita [Simons] and Steve [McFadden] has been a real pleasure and I will 
enjoy watching what the Mitchells get up to as a viewer." 

Kate Williams, who plays Owen Turner's mother Liz, will also film her final 
scenes later this year and is expected to exit in a storyline connected to 
Walford murderer Lucas.

"There are not many British TV shows that run to 100 that aren't soap op¬ 
eras really," he said. "A true proper drama series that has this much 
longevity is something to celebrate. [Bones has] stayed true to itself. The 
one thing Americans are so good at doing is not overdoing it!"

ReView The Beat Save it for Later 
with fantastic Bridport show 

SATURDAY night (April 17th) saw The Beat play a fun, energetic set to a sell-out crowd 
at Bridport's fantastic Electric Palace. 

The band, fronted by original vocalist Ranking Roger, alongside his son, the aptly 
named Ranking Junior (famed for his toasting on Ordinary Boys hit 'Boys will be boys') 
also featured funky original drummer Everett Morton, and former Dexys Midnight 
Runner and General Public keyboardist Mickey Billingham. 

The band finally took to the stage at around 9.45pm, and were met with loud 
cheers, and 'Rude Boy' chants. 

Kicking off the set with a risky choice of new groove 'Dangerous', the band had the 
Palace rocking from the off. Playing through hits including the outstanding Too nice 
to talktoo', 'Hands off, she's mine', 'Best Friend', and a meddly of'Get a job/Whine and 
Grind/Stand down Margaret' dedicated topically to Gordon Brown. The set also saw 
the band play their first hit, the Smokey Robinson cover Tears of a clown', the Neville 
Staples/Ranking Roger written 'Muscle Ska' - a dirty reggae groove written by two of 
the figureheads of the two-tone movement, and another meddly of favourites 
'Rankin full stop/Mirror in the Bathroom', as well as a funky reworking of The Clash's 
'Rock the Casbah', dedicated to the late Clash frontman Joe Strummer. 

After a couple of minutes offstage, the band returned for a well received encore, 
playing 'Save it for later', and 'Jackpot', as well as an incredibly rap from Ranking Junior, 
which also saw Ranking Roger take to the drums. 

The Beat are often overlooked when discussing the new wave/ska scene of the late 
70s/early 80s, but on this showing these guys have a repertoire to rival any band of 
that period, and still have an impressive freshness to their live performance. And if 
you asked any of the Rude Boys or Rude Girls in attendance, I'm sure they'd agree.

Dave Chidzoy went one better last Thurs¬ 
day at Lyme Regis where he won the over¬ 
all competition with 4k 720g of dogfish, 
wrasse and rockling as well as the heaviest 
fish category.

The third casualty was Cullahill who 
started well enough at Exeter last Tuesday 
but then lost a shoe and was eventually 
pulled. 

On the same card Double or Quitz 
showed promise by leading the field with 
a mile to go in the bumper race but weak¬ 
ened to finish at the back of the field. 

"He ran quite well, but needs to get 
stronger,"said Buckler."He's immature and 
needs to grow up, but hopefully a summer 
with the sun on his back will help." 

In the case of River Indus it was jockey 
error that caused the normally very reliable 


10-year-old to finish well down the pack. 

Stable jockey Sweeney who has won a lot 
of plaudits for his riding this year from both 
Buckler and the press, this time had to ac¬ 
cept criticism from his boss. 

"Indus needs to be up the front and kept 
interested. Anywhere else he switches off.

John's Gift will run at one of the two 
courses in his last run of the season, whilst 
Double Dizzy is aimed at the £160,000

ANOTHER defeat leaves Yeovil dangling precariously 
above the League One relegation zone after their 1-0 
defeat by Southampton at Huish Park on Saturday. 

Lee Barnard's 93rd minute winner follows a 94th 
minute equaliser they conceded on Tuesday against 
Millwall. 

In both games they deserved more than they got. 
Alex McCarthy failed to deal with a hopeful ball 
pumped into the penalty area that allowed former on- 
loan striker Jonathan Obika an easy winner for Millwall, 
whilst a poor refereeing decision and a tactical blunder 
by Terry Skiverton maintained the Saints outside 
chance of a play-off spot. 

The dropped points leave Yeovil searching for maybe 
one win from their remaining three games to ensure 
their League One status next season, in a campaign 
that once again has been frustrating for the fans. 

It is no coincidence that the Glovers improved form 
on the run-in has been since the arrival of former star 
Gavin Williams who has made such an impact on the 
side since he arrived on-loan from Bristol City in early 
March. 

His presence has been such a huge influence on the 
side, his ability and energy lifting every one of his team 
mates. 

Williams' influence has been obvious since the first 
game he played at home to Hartlepool where he 
scored with a superb free kick and forced an own goal 
in the 4-0 win.

Dorchester warm-up for semi-final with fine win 


THE final day of the 2009/2010 league 
season was bright and sunny, with very 
little wind. In fact it was ideal for rugby 
football. It was a shame therefore that far 
too many of the local sides were without 
fixtures for one reason or another. 

I started my day at HONITON as a guest 
of the club on the occasion of their vice 
presidents' luncheon, always a convivial 
and much looked forward to occasion, 
certainly on my part. On my arrival I 
found that their opposition, DHSOB had 
declined to travel. 

Needing a game to cover, I eschewed 
the provender, took my leave and made 
my way to BRIDPORT to cover their final 
game and to take in the presentation of 
the Dorset & Wilts League Division One 
(South) winners trophy. I was intercepted 
en route and advised that their game too 
had been conceded by opposition, OAK- 
MEDIANS seconds. 

Feeling that the fates were conspiring 
against me, I kept travelling east and 
thankfully was able to watch the DORCH- 
ESTER/CORSHAM encounter. 

DORCHESTER 41 pts, CORSHAM 18pts 

ALTHOUGH both sides are locked to¬ 
gether in the division's mid table, this en¬ 
counter certainly had some meaning, 
being a dress rehearsal for a cup semi 
final due to take place on Thursday, April 
22nd at North Dorset. 

In fast, firm, conditions the home side 
did not get off to the best of starts, with 
their opening drop out not travelling the 
required ten yards. 

In fact it was Corsham who looked the 
likelier outfit early on, winning the bulk 
of possession and playing much of the 
rugby in home territory. 

The first score came before the game 
was ten minutes old. The visitors took li- 
neout ball on the Dorchester twenty two 
and mauled their way to within five yards 
of the home line. They then released, 
only for the Dorchester midfield to be pe¬ 
nalised and the successful penalty kick 
gave Corsham a 3-0 lead. 

The next Corsham score came some 
five minutes later and had a shade of 
good fortune about it. The visitors' eight 


won lineout ball on halfway and one of 
their midfield assayed a grubber kick.The 
ball bounced back to him off a Dorch¬ 
ester body and, on gathering, he found 
himself in the clear. 

He made the most of his good fortune, 
feeding his right winger some twenty 
five yards out, and he scuttled over and 
touched down halfway out. The try re¬ 
mained unconverted but gave Corsham 
an 8-0 lead with less than fifteen minutes 
played. 

At this stage the home side were not 
winning useable ball and were also con¬ 
ceding the odd penalty from which their 
opponents prospered. They did manage, 
just, to secure possession a few minutes 
later however and, moreover made it 
count for, after a break in the centre, full¬ 
back Read came into the line, showed his 
number to the cover and touched down 
between the posts. Jones kicked the con¬ 
version from in front, and Dorchester 
were back to within a point at 7-8, very 
much against the run of play. 

One had the feeling that Dorchester 
had flattered to deceive with this score, 
for the game then reverted to its original 
pattern, with Corsham continuing to be 
by far the busier of the sides. 

A few minutes later they mounted a 
good attack. One of their midfielders 
threw a good cut out pass, putting his 
colleague into a wide gap and the result 
was a try, scored halfway out and also un¬ 
converted. 

The home side was not playing at all 
well at this stage. They were falling off 
tackles, leaving gaps, and their oppo¬ 
nents were running through them. 

Then, five minutes before the break, the 
visitors kicked a penalty award to the cor¬ 
ner and mauled the ensuing lineout over 
the line to claim a third unconverted try 
of the half and to lead 18-7. 

Although Dorchester were still in touch 
at this stage, one felt that it was owing to 
the fact that the Corsham place kicker 
was struggling with his method, rather 
than to the quality of their play, as he had 
missed three kickable conversions and a 
couple of penalty goals in the half. 

It was the home side however who had 


the final say of the half. They attacked, 
again through Read who made a good 
diagonal run and, when checked inside 
the Corsham twenty two, put his centre 
Jones over out wide. 

The conversion kick was a good one, 
agonisingly rebounding from the cross¬ 
bar, but nevertheless the unconverted 
try took the home side to within a score 
at 12-18, although they had certainly 
been second best for most of the half. 

I remain unsure as to just what Dorch¬ 
ester imbibe with their halftime oranges, 
but I could do with a supply of it. They 
looked businesslike from minute one of 
the second period and had taken the 
lead before the half was ten minutes old 
from a move, initiated by Jones and com¬ 
pleted by Read, who came into the line 
to take the inside pass and to score near 
touch. 

Jones added the extras with an excel¬ 
lent kick from out wide and from his 
wrong side, to give his side the lead at 
19-18. 

Seemingly now having found the se¬ 
cret, Dorchester scored again, more or 
less directly from the restart, breaking 
down the lead, and again it was Read 
who was well up to take the scoring pass. 

The try remained unconverted but it 
was all Dorchester now. They were win¬ 
ning useable ball and, moreover, using it. 
Jones scored the next, breaking the visi¬ 
tors' line from set piece possession on 
halfway and taking an inside line to score 
in the corner. This latest unconverted ef¬ 
fort really put the home side in the driv¬ 
ing seat at 29-18 ahead. 

Home dominance continued and, with 
fifteen minutes left another break in the 
centre by Jones saw him gallop to the 
corner to touch down his hat trick try. 

The visitors were a pretty tired unit now 
and, with ten minutes left, Read came 
into the line on the narrow side, just in¬ 
side his own half, broke clear and was 
guilty of belated and shameful "Jug Eva¬ 
sion" to my mind, running to the line be¬ 
fore passing to Bament, who was making 
a welcome return from injury. He 
touched down some five yards in from 
touch. 


Jones kicked the conversion for good 
measure to complete the scoring and to 
take his side to a resounding win that 
had looked unlikely, to say the least, less 
than an hour previously. 

I hate the phrase, "a game of two 
halves" but really cannot avoid using it to 
describe this one. Dorchester, having 
been lacklustre in the extreme before the 
break, transformed themselves in the 
second period to romp away to a de¬ 
served win. 

They should have learnt how to beat 
this opposition in the cup game on 
Thursday, for the Corsham back three did 
not prove effective and their backs had 
no answer to the running of Jones and 
Read.
